The greatest asset to the R epubli­ 
can party in such a cam paign, it was 
believed a t R epublican headquarters, 
would be Hoover’s personal record as 
a business m an. engineer, ad m in istra­ 
tor and executive.

Prince Of Wales Is 
Completing Program 
For His African Visit 


(International News Service) 
LONDON, July 12.—Final arrange­ 
ments are now being made for the 
Prince of ’Wales’ four months’ tour of 
the African jungle. 
Both the Prince 
and his brother, the Duke of Glou­ 
cester, who will accompany him, are 
spending busy hours consulting maps, 
plans and receiving the reports of 
their advisers on the tour. 
The royal party will be less than 
a dozen in number, including the 
Prince and his brother. 
The per­ 
sonnel has not yet been announced, 
but will include, beside an equerry, 
two or three personal servants and 
possibly one of the Prince's secretar­ 
ies. 
The party leaves England in the 
first week of September by boat for 
Mombassa. 
The next halt will be 


Nairobi, in Kenya Colony, which will 
be reached by train, and then by 
automobile up country through K en­ 
ya, Tanganvika and Uganda. 
Owing to the rough 
state 
and 
climate of much of the country 
through which the party will travel, 
particular attention is being paid to 
transport arrangements. 
Five auto­ 
mobiles will be used on the tour. 
One of the main objects the Prince 
has in mind in making the tour is to 
study conditions of native life and to 
see the uncivilized and wild parts of 
Africa. 
He has arranged therefore 
to dispense with as much formality as 
possible. 
No definite arrangements have yet 
been made for shooting big game, ; 
but it is possible the Prince will take 
advantage of the fine shooting in that 
part of the world. 
Towards the end of November the 
party will journey through Rhodesia 
to Cape Town, where the Prince will 
spend Christmas wTh the Governor- 
General and his wife, the Earl and 
Countess of Athlone. 
They return 
home in January.
